After considerable thought and discussion among several ShowBiz 
executives including Mr. Brock, we recently concluded that you were 
correct and we were wrong in the decision to install one-stage 
animation. The Rock-a-Fire Explosion together with Billy Bob, Looney 
Bird, Rolfe and Earl provide much more variety and excitement in 

the entertainment than four characters on a single stage. 


We would like to install three-stage shows in the five entertainment 
centers which currently have one-stage shows. Can you give me an 
idea of the possibility of selling our one-stage shows to other 
customers after designing new costumes for them, Perhaps you can 
help us sell one-stage shows at the upcoming IAAPA convention. 


With the elimination of the one-stage show, your programming 
requirements for ShowBiz will be simplified, and we will provide 
top level entertainment for these small communities. 


We would hope to begin the change-over gradually, beginning with 
Anderson, Indiana. We are analysing the floor plans to ensure that 
installation of a three-stage show in each of the five centers is 
possible. I certainly would appreciate any comments you might have 
with respect to this plan. Please give me a call at your earliest 
convenience.
